AN ACCIDENT OR DESIGN? 


Some Say Poinier Attempted Suicide 
—He Declares the Gun “Went 
Off’—Conflictiag Statements. 


Harry Poinier’s mother gave a party at 
her little home, 6104 Plymouth avenue, Fri- 
day evening in honor of Miss Cora Thomp- 
gon, a dear friend of Harry’s. Before the 
evening was finished Harry gave a dem- 
onstration of affection or some other sort 
of emotion which came near making the 
blew-out such in more ways than one. 

He discharged his pistol right in the 
midst of the party, but fortunately no blood 
or brains were spilled, 

There is some confusion as to the cause 
of Harry slipping his eccentric. He says 
that it was the result of an accident. Others 
declare that the young man’s motive was 

‘self-destruction owing to jealousy of Miss 
. Thompson. 
| Harry Poinier is an electrician at the 
Sustom-house. He is a young man about 21 
‘ears of age, with light eyes and hair, who 
as recently sought distinction by Frenchy- 
‘ying his front name into Henri. His hours

for years, and are very at friends— 
nothing more, on the words of their re 
spective relatives. 

Now one story of the young man’s flight 
into notoriety comes from one of the guests 
at the house and runs something like this: 

There were others at the party who recozg- 
nized the charming nature of Miss Cora 
Thompson and they acted as young men 
usually do when smitten by the loveliness 
of women. They were very attentive, 
whereat the devoted heart of Harry Poinier 
bled sorely and black wrath encompassed it. 


About 10 o’clock, during the Virginia reel, 
while Some other young man was dancing 
with Miss Thompson, Harry rushed through 
the parlor, where the dance was going on, 
and out into the front hall. 

“T don’t give anything for anybody or any- 
thing,” he said, and with that he grabbed 
all the hats on the hat rack and hurled them 
in a shower upon the guests. 

y was startled beyond measure. 

‘myself,’’ shouted the excited 
boy, and thereupon he rushed into his own 
room. His mother followed. Henri seized 
his pistol and fired it into the air. The 
bullet tore a hole into the ceiling and before 
he could shoot again some of the male 
guests had disarmed him. 

Then he ran again into the front hall. 

“I’ve made a fool\of myself,’’ he loudly 
proclaimed, ‘‘and now I'll kill myself, any- 
way.” 

He thereupon smashed a pane of glass in 
one of the doors. After that he quieted 
down sufficiently to take Miss Thompson 
home, although others accompanied him 
to see that he had no additional fits. 

When the party was over Poinier took 
Miss Thompson home, bt others accom- 
panied them to see that no more sensations 
followed. 

»Poinier’s story differs materially from 
the one given above. He denounced it as 
maliciously false, and told with a motive. 
What this motive is he refuses to dis- 
close. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter went out to the 
Poinier’s Saturday afternoon to see the 

oung man, His mother was found stand- 
ng on the front steps. Harry had just gone 
down the road to get a pane of glass, she 
said, but would be back shortly. She de- 
nied that there was any struggle. 

“There was but one shot fired,”’ she said. 
“No one was present at the time, and how 
it happened we don’t know. I guess it was 
just a eee prank. I’m sure he didn’t 
try to kill himself, because the bullet hit 
the ceiling. There is no truth in the state- 
ment that Miss Thompson had anything 
to do with the occurrence.”’

PRESSURE WAS TOO STRONG 


Rebate Privileges Outweighed Evidence 
on Which the Illinois Senate Pro- 
nounced the Combine Guilty. 


By the narrow margin of one vote the 
men who organized and maintained the St. 
Louis bridge combirie escaped being in- 
dicted Friday, in spite of the corporation 
influences that were brought to bear upon 
the Federal Grand-jury. 

The vote stood Il for indictment and:-+5 
against. There were sixteen Grand-jurors 
present when the vote was taken. It re. 
quires twelve to indict. 

It was an investigation that did not in- 
vestigate. There were men on the Grand- 
jury who-were honest in their intentions 
and voted in favor of indicting the parties 
who have so long throttled the commerce 
of the city, but there were a sufficient 


number upon whom the evidence did not 
havé as much weight as their rebate privi. 
leges. These men succeedéd in making a 
fiasco of the investigation through a pro- 
vision in the law that it takes twelve men 
to indict. 

The farcical ending of the case is due di. 

rectly to the fect that certain members of 
the Grand-jury have been receiving rebates 
from the Terminal Association, 

which controls both the bridges. Some of 
them have men in their employ for the sole 
purpose of securing less rates than the 
schedule. In order to do this they are ob. 

liged to induce railroad officials to violate 

the Interstate Commerce law and the meas- 

ure of their success is apparent from the big 

salary such employes receive. 

Perhaps some members of that Grand- 

jury could have gone on the’ witness stand 

and given testimony as damaging as any 

that was introduced. 

The Post-Dispatch pointed out the fact 

on Wednesday that there were men on the 

Grand-jury who could prevent indictments 

ing returned. It was shown that there 

was a complete chain of circumstances sur- 

rounding the investigation, which almost 

precluded the possibility of bringing the 

combine manipulators to justice. he fail- 

ure of the Grand-jury to indict was, there- 

fore, no great surprise, although at onetime} 
on Friday it looked as though twelve men 

would vote in favor of returning indict- 

ments. 


United States District Attorney Clopton 
was in the city every day but one during the 
investigation, but he did/ not appear before 
the Grand-jury. It is probably the most 
important case that has come up since his 
appointment, and yet he trusted the entire 
matter to his assistants. This fact is cited 
to show the Seeming ingifference of the Dis- 
trict Attorney and not to reflect upon the 
ability of his assistants. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called upon Mr. 
Clopton this morning to inquire what he 
thought of the Grand-jury’s action and 
whether the case would be brought before 
the next Grand-jury. He had plenty of 
time for everybody but the newspaper man 
and instead of answering the published 
criticisms of his course he seemed anxious 
to avoid an interview. 

Assistant District Attorney W. 8. An- 
thony was interviewed as follows: 

“Why did the Grand-jury fail to return 
any indictments in the bridge combine in- 
vestigation?’’ “ 
“They simply ignored the bills. That’s a 
power the Grand-jury has.”’ 

“Don't you consider that the evidence 
was sufficiently strong to base indictments 


on? 

“Yes. We thought so or the case would 
not have been taken up. The Grand-jury 
didn’t seem to think so, and the result was 
no indictments.”’ 

“Could not more evidence have been se- 
cured ?’’ 

“I don’t know. We had a good deal of 
evidence, but the Grand-jurry ignored it. 
We cannot question the action of that body. 
It ip our duty to lay the evidence before the 
Grand-jury and that body is supposed to 
act upon it.’’ 

“How could the Grand-jury ignore the 
documentary evidence bearing the signa- 
tures of agents of the pool?’ 

“I don’t know. 
say what the motive was. The Grand-jury 
is responsible for its own acts.” 

The same questions were asked Assistant 
District Attorney Walter Coles® He said 
he is not in a position to discuss the case. 
He thought all the evidence necessary was 
introduced, although some of the officials 
of the combine were not subpoenaed to 
testify. That was for the reason that they 
could not have been prosecuted under the 
terms of the interstate law if they had 
been placed on the stand. Mr. Coles said 
he did not know whether any more testi- 
mony could have been secured if they had 
been sumimoned. As to whether the case 
would be brought before the next Grand- 
ie he was not prepared to say. 

The evidence submitted to the Grand-jury 
constituted the ater part of the evidence 
secured by the investigating committee of 
the Ilinois Senate on which the latter based 
a scathing arraignment of the combine and 
its methods. The report was a remarkable 
document from the fact that it was unus. 
ually severe and specificially stated that the 
Statutes of the United States have been 
violated by the Bridge and Terminal] cembi- 
nation. The Interstate Commerce law has 
been violated by the Wiggins Ferry Com- 
pany and by both the bridge companies 
and the .Federal Statutes against trusts.

The Charity Commissioners’ Visit 
to the Work-House. 


KRUEGER NOT INTERVIEWED. 


Clerk Eberhard Said That Thos. Malone 
Was Not Beaten and That 
Satisfied the Visitors. 


“To arrive at the truth of the charges 
of brutality against Work-house Guard 
Gus Krueger will require a Grand-jury in- 
vestigation. 

Members of the Board of Charity Commis- 
sioners on Friday marcked up hill and then 
marched down again when they went to 
the Work-house to investigate the circum- 
stances of the death of Thomas Malone, 
So far as the Board of Charity Commission- 
ers Officially is concerned, it will now drop 
the matter leaving it to the Grand-jury. 

Messrs. Louis J. Singer, W. H. Lee and 


George C. Hitchcock of the Board, reached 
the Work-house shortly after 2 o’clock Fri- 
day afterncon. They went with the antici- 
pation of encountering obstacles in the in- 
quiry into the Malone case and came away 
without having attempted to surmount 
them. Supt. icholas Karr was not on 
hand and the visitors were received by 
Clerk Eberhard. They first made a tour 
of inspection of the institution, the visit 
having been planned before the Malone case 
arose. 

After their return to the office Mr. Sin- 
ger asked Eberhard if the charges made by 
released Work-house priseners against 
Guard Krueger were true. 

Eberhard replied that the charges were 
not true. He said that Krueger might have 
prodded Malone a little with his stick, but 
that was all.’ Malone, he said, was in such 
a condition when he reached the Work- 
house that he couldn’t keep his clothing in 
order. He repeated what Supt. Karr had 
previously stated about Malone bein 
missed a few hours after his arrival an 
added that the only approach to violence 
used toward him had been when he re- 
belled against going to the City Hospital, 
and he was forced into the conveyance. 
Eberhard was not asked how he knew that 
Malone had not been assaulted while going 
to supper, as has been testified to by three’ 
eye-witnesses, and he volunteered no infor- 
mation on that Pon

When reminded afterwards by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that three witnesses had 
now made statements corroborating Joseph 
Marcus’ charges against Krueger and had 
furnished the names of others still at the 
Work-house, Mr. Singer stated that it was 
useless to question prisoners at the Work- 
house, for they would either tell lies or 
tell nothing at all. Guard Krueger had not 
been questioned because he would; of course, 
merely have repeated the denial made by 
Eberhard. Mr. Singer stated also that Cor- 
oner Wait had stated that there were no 
marks of violence on the body of Malone, 
and that his death was due to apoplexy. 
Mr. George C. Hitchcgck stated to the 
reporter that he did not want it under- 
stood that the Board of Charity Commiss- 
ioners is in any sense shirking its duty, but 
that he considered it had not the authority 
to go into the Malone case. 

“According to the ordinance,” said Mr. 
Hitchcock, “our powers are merely supeér- 
visory and we have authority to discharge 
officers at any of the city’s charitable or 
enal institutions when proved guilty. If 
rueger is prosecuted and found guilty then 
we would undoubtedly see that he was dis- 
charged. After the statement we secured 
from Mr. Eberhard this afternoon I think 
we can ptrsue the matter no further and 
that it rests with others than ourselves to 
proceed.”

I 
am furthermore informed that in laying the 
water pipe the capacity of* the sewer has 
been materially reduced, and it is supposed 
that the overflow in tHe cellafs is caused by 
the reduction of the ity of the sewer. 
As I am reconstructing Union avenue under 
a permit granted by your board, I urgently 
request you to have this matter examined 
ant if the facts are as stated I trust you 
will lower the sewer at once s0 as to give 
it sufficient capacity for drainage purposes. 
The sewer was built by the Forest Park 
Improvement Association in conformity 
with the plans epproved by the Board of 
Public Improvements and accepted by the 
‘city as part of the sewer system of the City 
of St. Louts under ordinance.”

"CHICAGO RIVER. 


Tug Morford Blows Up Her 
Boilers While Towing a Steamer. 


FOUR MEN WERE KILLED. 


Seen 


Heavy Beiler Hurled Through the Wal 
of an Elevater on the 
River Bank. 


CHICAGO, Ii1., Oct. 2.—The tugboat T. 7. 
Morford of the Dunham Company, while 
towing the steamer Iona, blew up her boil- 
ers shortly before 4 o’clock this morning in 
the river near Seventeenth street. Four 
men were killed and one other seriously in- 


jured. The dead:

The above men were blown in as many 
directions and the heavy boiler was lifted 
into the air and shot through the wall of 
elevator F, which is located on the shore, a 
short distance from the scene of the acci- 
dent. Fortunately no one was injured by 
the flying steel. 

The tug O. B. Green, which was also tow- 
ing the Ilona, was raked fore and aft, and it 
is considered little short of a miracle that 
none of her crew were killed. Several of 
the crew were hurt. 

Immediately after the explosion the tug 
sunk to the bottom of the river. At the 
time of the explosion Capt. Cullinan was 
in the pilot house. He was blown some dis- 
tance away and was taken out of the water 
in an unconscious condition. 

The fire department was-called out and 
the work of searching for the dead was im- 
mediately begun.

|HOW SHE ESCAPED 


- THE MASSACRE, 


Miss Hartford Tells the Story of 


the Hwa Sang Butchery. 


WAS SAVED BY A NATIVE. 


The Stewart Family Butchered and Ore- 
mated and Several English La- 
dies Put te the Sword. 


Miss Mabel C. Hartford, the only mission- 
ary that escaped serious injury in the mas- 
sacre at Hwa Sang, China, on Aug. 1, was in 
St. Louls to-day as the guest of Mr. and 
Mrs. Reid Northrop of 4353 Westminster 
place, 

She left for Lebanon, Ill, at 3 p. m. to- 
day, and will return Monday to attend the 


meeting of the General Exécutive Commit- 
tee of the Methodist Womah’s Board of 
Missions. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter, who met 
her at Union M. E. Church, Miss Hartford 
told the story of the horrible slaughter 
that shocked the civilized world. 

“Hwa Sang,”’ said she, “is a mountain re- 
sort, twelve miles south of Ku Cheng, 4 
large city which is the basis of missionary 
labors in that district, and is 100 miles north- 
west of Foochow, an open seaport. 

“The other missionaries and I went to 
Hwa Sang to pass the summer, as the heat 
in Ku Cheng was intense. .. 2. W. 
Stewart, his wife and five children occupied 
& house on top of the mountain. itn 
them lived their nurse Lena, also Miss Hes- 
sie Newcombe, who, with the Stewarts, 
hailed from Dublin, Ireland, and Misses 
Nellie and Topsie Saunders, who were Aus- 
tralians. In the next house lived Miss An- 
nie Gordon of Australia and Misses Lucy 
Stewart, Elsie Marshall and Flora Caddring- 
ton of England. All of these missionaries 
belonged to the Church of England. I was 
the only American and the only Methodist. 
My home was in a native hut under the hill. 


“We had not been threatened by the 
secret society called the Vegetarians, since 
March. We had no fear and the attack 
was unexpected. It was made about 7:30 
o’clock on the morning of Aug. 1. The Vege- 
tarians were eighty in number and were 
armed with five-pointed spears and horrible 
rusty swords. 

“Kathleen Stewart, aged 11, and her 
younger sister, Mildred, were picking flow- 
ers on the mountain when they saw the 
mob coming. They ran toward home. One 
of the Vegetarians overtook Kathleen, 
caught her by the hair and cut her on the 
legs with his spear. Kathleen got away 
and ran into the house and hid under her 

The Vegetarians could not catch Mil- 
dred and she got in the bed under which 
Kathleen had taken refuge. 

“The assailants burst into the house and 
attacked everyone they could find. Topsie 
Saunders escaped from the building, but 
wee cut down and butchered on the out- 

“The Stewart house was set on fire, and 
little Kathleen, hearing the flames crack- 
pe ‘told Mildred that they had to flee. 
Mildred’s kneecap had been broken by a4 
sword blow from one of the party ‘who 
found her on the bed, and she could scarce- 
ly crawl from the house. Kathleen ran to 
the nursery and dragged the wounded 
baby from beneath the dead nurse, Lena. 
Then Kathleen seized Herbert and Evan, 
aged 3 and 2, and ran from the house with 
the baby and hid in the bushes. Herbert 
was so badly wounded that he died in 
thirty-six hours and the baby died ten days 
later. Evan was not hurt. The building 
was entirely destroyed and the bones of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stewart, Miss Nellie Saunders and 
the nurse Lena could be placed in a smail 

ox. 


“As soon as they set fire to the Stewart 
house the Vegetarians entered the residence 
of the English ladies and dragged them 
and Miss out, They told the ladies 
that they would take them te Ku Chen 
as prisoners but just then one of the ban 
ran, waved a red “a and shouted, ‘You 
know your orders. Kill ouWight.’ The men 
ther fell upon the Misses don, Lu 
Stewart, Marshall and Coddrington. with 
swo and spears. Miss 
feigned death after she received one wound 
and thus escaped further tnjuries.

HIS HOT SPRINGS RECORD. 


A Slight Delay in Consummating the 
Deal Prevented the Swindle From 
Being Successful.

John D. Laughran, agent for an ice ma- 
chine, room 508 Fagin Building, was ar- 
rested by Detectives Allender and Smith at 
the Eighth street entrance to the Post- 
office Friday evening,and Saturday morning 
Post-office Inspector Joe Johnson filed 
charges against him of using the mails 
with intent to defraud. 


An effort was recently made to defraud 
John T. Hey, a real estate dealer of Win- 
amac, Pulaski County, Ind., and a customer 
of his ut of $1,600 on a bogus deed to 
acres of land in that vieinfty. The swindle 
was prevented by accident. 

The land in question is owned by M. D. 
Johnson of Los Angeles, Cal., and on Oct. 2 
John T. Hey received a telegram from Union 
Station, St. Louis, Mo., signed M. D. John- 
son, Offering.to sell his property. and ask- 
ing Hey to find a purchaser. The telegram 
was followed by a letter directing Hey to 
forward a deed to the property to Mr. John- 
son at East St. Louis for acknowledgement. 
He did so, and wrote that he had an offer 
of $1,600 for the land. 

In a few days the deed was returned to 

Hey by the Adams Express Company, 
marked C. O. D. $1,600. Hey and his pros- 
pective customer did not have the amount 
convenient and it was decided to let the deed 
remain temporarily in care of the express 
company. 
One day last week as Hey was on his way 
to deliver the money for the deed he stopped 
in the Post-office and received a letter from 
M. D. Johnson, Los Angeles, stating that 
he had heard that a deal was being made 
to dispose ef his property. He warned Hey 
that the transaction was a fraud. 

Hey communicated with Chief Harrigan 
of St. Louis, relating 
advising him that th s M. D. Johnson 
was receiving his mail at Hotel Barnum. 
Chief Harrigan advised Hey to return the 

s deed to Johnson’s St. Louls address 
and detailed detectives to arrest the person 
calling for mail addressed to M. D. Johnson, 


Friday afternoon'a trampish looking man 
giving the name of William Sampson in- 
quired of the hotel clerK°whether there was 
any mall for M. D. Johnson. He was an- 
ewered in the affirmative and was told that 
he must have an order before he could get 
it.

Laughran was taken to Four Courts and 
when he was searched an express receipt for 
the deed was found im his pocket with a slip 
of paper on which was written: “M. D. 
Johnson, owner.’ The accused took his ar- 
rest coolly and denied all knowledge of the 
attempted swindle, although Sampson pos- 
itively identified him as person’ who 
gave him $1 to go and inquire for the mail. 


Laughran told the officers that two men 
named Donnelly and Knowlton, who re 
cently came here from Chicago, left the 
express receipt in his office along with a 
letter from Donnelly to Knowlton, stating 
that Chicago wee: see teo hot for the 
writer and he must leave at Once. This 
letter Laughran said was seen by Messrs. 
Dalton and Steiger, real estate agents, who 
had an office in the same room, and they 
concluded that Donnelly and Knowlton 
were cngeee™ in some crooked work.

A Suggestion That They Join Hands in , 
Japan’s Behalf. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—The alarmist dispatch 
to the Times from Hong’ Kong published 
yesterday announcing that Russia, by the 
treaty recently concluded with China, has 
acquired the right to anchor a fle@t at Port 
Arthur and build railroads which would 
connect Vliadivostock with that port, re- 
mains the great subject for newspaper com- 
ment, although the report has not yet been 
confirmed by the British foreign office.

Spraight from Georgetown, British Co- 
lumbia, has efther been asked by Secretary 
Olney to resign or has been so sharply re- 
buked by that official that he meditates 
doing so. Mr. Olney’s displeasure was 
caused by a newspaper interview with Mr. 
Spraight, in which the Consul was repre-

TERRELL REPLIES. 


He Defends His Attitude Toward the 
Armenian Missionaries. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 2.—The 
American Minister to Turkey, Mr. A.W. Ter- 
rell, sends the following cable message 
in reply to certain newspaper. crit- 
icism of his attitude toward Ar- 
menian missionaries, which appeared 
in a cable letter form London to the 


Post-Dispatch recently: 
CONSANTINOPLE, Oct.26—The New York 
World publishes the charge that I have 
neglected missionary interests. Every 
American missionary in this city will state 
this ta be false. Not one American mission- 
ary in Asia Minor has been injured during 
this terrible strife, though more numerous 
than those of all Europe. To protect them 
against a two-fold danger I have remained 
for montns at my post with leave of ab- 
sence gra.ited. The attack on my personal 
relations with the Sultan deserves only 
contempt. They have not endangered the 
security of missionaries. 

Such attacks are inspired by secret socie- 
ties of Armenians, whose methods of assas- 
sination the Rev. Dr. Hamlin exposed in 
the Independent in December, 18983. I have 
for months kept a Turkish guard to protect 
American professors in a missionary col- 
lege against threatened assassination by 
emissaries of secret societies. They cannot 
understand, and resent my observance of 
our established policy of non-intervention 
here. I nave never failed to rescue from 
prison every, Armenian when arrested who 
bore an American passport. Amongst them 
were krown revolutionists. 

To expose the assassins of reputation has 
become a duty. For the misguided Arme- 
nians I have only pity, but the American 
journal that publishes slander to impair the 
influence of its country’s Minister at a dis- 
tant court will be rebuked by American pa- 
triotism and the American people regardless 
of party. Such conduct is not American, 
but it is perhaps natural in one who has 
grown insolent with temporary prosperity 
obtained, by the devious methods of his per 
per.

THE CITY HALL SCANDAL. 


City Counselor Marshall has straight- 
ened out the tangle in the City Hall in- 
vestigation and marked out a clear path 
to the completion of the inquiry and the 
protection of the city. 

The City Counselor says the entire re- 
sponsibility for the City Hall work rests 
with the Board of Public Improvements. 
That body is charged with the super- 
vision of the work and must see that it 
is properly done. 

‘The City Counselor holds that the city 
has a reinedy for the defects in the build- 
ing and can compel the contractors to 
make faulty work good. He recommends 
that the Board proceed at once to dis- 
cover what the defects really are and 
what it will cost to remedy them, and 
then notify the contractors whose work 
has been found defective to remedy them 
within a specified time. In case of re- 
fusal on the part of the contractors the 
Board has only to notify the Mayor, who 
will institute lega] proceedings. 

The Board's responsibility and duty are 
thus clearly and Officially defined, and 
the advice of the City Counselor should 
be actéd upoh at onee. The investiga- 
tion by the Municipal Assembly will be 
supplementary to the Boarda’s inquiry and 
will be valuable for the purpose of ex- 
posing crookedness and fixing the blame. 


THE “KAFFIR CIRCUS.”

“The Witwatersrand mines yielded last 
year 2,000,000 ounces, worth $37,500,000. 
The profit paid out in dividends amount- 
ed to $7,900,000. If this year’s yield 

mounts to 3,000,000 ounces, which is a 

enerous estimate, the profit cannot ex- 

eed $11,500,000. But the market value of 
he shares has reached $750,000,000. On

ANTI-SILVER EVIDENCE. 


No better example of the policy of 
Systematic misrepresentation, adopted 
by the gold standard campaign agents, 
can be cited than the false report which 
they originated and are industriously 
circulatine® concerning the action of the 
Farmers’ “Congress at the Atlanta Ex- 
position on the money question. 

The report was sent out from Atlanta 
that the Farmers’ Congress had repudi- 
ated bimetallism. It was stated in this 
report that a resolution favoring the 
coinage of silver at 16 to 1 was over- 
whelmingly defeated. The report seemed 
to be authoritative and was published 
in nearly all the daily newspapers of the 
country. The Wall Street organs hailed 
the news with joy and have expatiated 
upon it as a proof of a change of sen- 
timent among thé farmers. 

As a matter of fact the report was 
absolutely false and in flat contradiction 
of the facts. So far from voting down 
a resolution in’ favor of silver coinage 
at 16 to 1, the Congress almost unani- 
mously voted for a resolution favoring it. 
Three resolutions on the money ques- 
tion were adopted by the Congress. One 
favored the use of both gold and sfivet 
as the money of ultimate redemption and 
equally as standards of value. Another 
favored calling a conference of nations

limited coinage of silver at a ratio to 
be agreed upon; and a third favored the 
coinage of gold and silver at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 with an import duty on foreign 
bullion equal to the difference between 
the bullion and coinage values.

The Great Coal Strike of 1894 May 
Have Been Their Gain. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct..26.—The advance 
@gheets of the pamphlet issued as an ap. 
pendix to the Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 


report contains the following comments of 
aed Schilling on the great coal strike 
Oo : 


‘There is another view of the strike which 
can not be reduced to figures and tables, 
and when this side of the subject is care- 
fully considered it is doubtful whether the 
coai miners’ strike cost them a single cent. 
Indeed, it is believed by many, that it was 
a gain instead of a loss. Information re- 
ceived at thie office before the @trike was 
anticipated tended to show that some of 
the larger operators were preparing to cut 
wages, so that there is no douwbt that the 
great resistance shown by this strike, which 
extended through the bituminous coal fields 
of the United States, may thave at least 
averted a general reduction. It would there- 
fore be unjust did this bureau assume that 
the $1,693,910 indicated as lost in conse- 
quemce of the strike was really iost. 

“‘Were the economic results of the strike 
dealt with in so narrow a manner as this, it 
could easily be proven that strikes would, 
sooner or later, lead to the total impoverish- 
ment of the workers participating therein. 
But the student of modern indusria] devel- 
opmient can not help but see that the com- 
rary is true. In those countries in which 
the workers have evolved to that point of 
organization, discipline and intelligence, by 
means of which they are enabled to resist 
aggressions, strikes frequently constitute 
their weapon through which an injustice 
is either resented or a new and better posi. 
thon secured.” . 

The report also contains the full text of 
the decision of the Supreme Court on the 
“sweat shop act.”’
